The result wa-5 roci'ivod with c 
perfect whirlwind of applause ami con- 
gratulation among tli» 
uuinmixmonen 


and spectators who crowded the gallerie.1 
und who were apparently taken com- 
pletely by surprise by the suddenness ol 
the turn in tho proceedings. 


The second order of the morning—thq 


report of tho standing committee on tonn 
peranco—'had just been reached, and Rev. 
Dr. W. O. Campbell had mounted th« 
platform to speak fur Its adoption, when 
Rov. Dr. Smith, of Baltimore, the vener 
able ex-Moderator of tho 
Assembly, 


stepped forward and announced that the 
special committee on conference, to wLicli 
had been referred all matters relating to 
treating with the Southern Assembly, was 
ready to report. 


Rev. Dr. William C. Young road tho 


report. Substantially it was as follows: 


Th»l this General Assembly eoramtsucl the 


fidelity and efficiency of tho committee ap- 
pointed lust your to oonrer with n committee 
from tho Southern Asso ubly, us expressed in 
the report yoster.lay submitted, 
uml, that 


while It would be proninture und Improper to 
accept tho report us n df'linlto form or union, 
this Assembly declares its honrty approval or 
all nrjjjwurs in tho committee's report touch- 
ing tho variouH Questions submitted to it by 
tlio committee or the General Assognbly 
Furthermore, the General Assembly expresses 
tho hope that tho fruterni/inff spirit that had 
boon manifested 
in these 
centennial days 


might prove tho beginning of an era of more 
eordtal fellowship and eo-opcratlon between 
the two Assemblies or 
the Presbyterian 


Church. 


It was recommended that tho com- 


mittee of conference appointed last year 
bo continued, with tho addition of five 
members, to confer with any similiar 
committee that might bo appointed by 
the Southern Assembly respecting co 
operation of the two branches of tho 
Church. 


The report concluded by declaring that 


this co-operation in Its fullest .sense 
could be accomplished only by an organic 
union, and expressed tho fullest confi- 
dence In the brethren of the Southern 
Assembly. The report recommended the

Christ was the 1'rlncc oj Peace. His advent 
ito the world was heralded by an augcllc choir, 
ho sang "Glory to Clod In tho highest, and on 
arth peace, good will toward men." Ills last 
enedletion before he lelt the world was a. bene- 
Iction of peace: "Peace I leave with you; my 
eace I givo unto you," and the apostolic Inlunc- 
on of him who of all the apostles most per- 
ectly embodied and exemplified the spirit of his 
(aster was "Follow peace with all men," And 
ot we find this Prince of Peace, In the language 
f our text, advocating the use ot the sword. "I 
imc not to send peace on earth, but a sword. 
Ic that bath no sword let him sell his garment 
ml buy one." Wliat means this strange con- 
•adictton In the teaching of Him "who spake as 
ever man spake?" As the Prince of Peace he 
eprcsentcd ultimate humanity when they shall 
cat their swords into plowshares and their 
pears Into pruning-hooks, when nation shall 
ot lilt up sword against nation, neither shall 
icy learn war any more. As the advocate of 
10 sword, lie represented tlio conflict ol the 
4cs between the forces of good and the forces 
! evil. In His personal character and spirit He 
as the typo of a perfect humanity to be realized 
i the distant future, but to be realized through 
onfllct, tears and blood. lie saw the immeas. 
ruble distance between the ideal and the actual 
i human character and history; between what 
ail was and what lie ought to bo; and as ho 
icasured the conflict of the centuries between 
ghteousness and sin Ho found a place for the 
se of the sword and a moral justification of war 
i the fact that It ministered to the moral and 
eligious progress of humanity towards its Ideal 
anclard of good. 
Let mo ask you to look for & moment at the 
rogrcss o£ civilization in the past. In jurispru- 
enco man has advanced from the rudest sav- 
oury to the noblest type ol self-govermhent. In 
'inmerce, from tho simple exchange of the bare 
ecessarics of life In a savage state to the most 
ompllcatcd international transactions, involv- 


milllons of money and the vast products ot 


oiitlucnts. In education, from the barest Intel- 
ctual development necessary to supply his ani- 
ial want to the most liberal culture, involving 
10 mastery oil the natural sciences—mathemat- 
s, philosophy, history, literature and language, 
n religion, from the grossest and most dcgrad- 
ig superstitions to the purest, simplest and 
iost elevating nianathoistlc worship of christi- 
nity. In fact, it is conceded that there has 
sen progress along every line of human actlv- 
y, except in the realm of morals, and here It is 
tinted. Buckle, In his history o( civilization, 
ys down as a fundamental postulate in his dls- 
ission, that in moral ideas there has been no 
rogrusa. .Let us look at this audacious mlsrep- 
isentation of the facts. Take three institutions, 
vo of which had centuries ago woven them- 
elves into tlio very warp and woof of society, 
id tho third of which in tho present form at 
ast Is a product of modern times, viz: Polyga- 
y, slavery and the liquor traffic. For centuries 
10 best men practiced polygamy, and never 
reamed that it was out of harmony with the 
[Oral law, but to-day tho Christian conscience 
uivorsally alllrms it to be wrong. 
Take slavery from time immemorial, it has 
cen an essential factor in tho organization of 
uinun society, all men conceded It to be right, 
ut under tho influence of Christian ideas and 
10 dlll'uslon of tlio Christian spirit the public 
onscicnce hits heen aroused and now It is uni- 
ersallv declared to be a monstrous and nnmlll- 
vteduvll. In our own short day there has boen 
marvelous transformation of public opinion in 
3gard to tho moral character of the liquor 
afllc. When the middle-aged men of to-day 
ere boys, nine-tenths of the Christian popula- 
on of the world believed it to be perfectly right 
i make, sell and u.in Intoxicants, but so rapidly 
ts public opinion changed on this subject that 
i-day the conscience of Christendom Is for pro- 
jbition, aud its realization is only a question of 
leans and time. So that in every department 
1 human society there has been marvelous 
rogress toward a better—an Ideal state. 
Jj)t us look to the agencies that have mlnls- 
ered to Mils progress, llrst Christianity with its 
itional psycology. Its simple theology, its spir- 
ual philosophy, Its practical morality and Its 
niversal charity has hold each the way In the 
Ivarico of the world's civilization. 
Itoman Jurisprudence as the ally and secular 
xponeut of Christianity displaced fitrlallsm, 
ectionallsm and feudalism and gave the world 
unity, a sortof secular brotherhood that it had 
ever known before. 
Educational facilities, ihe printing press dlf- 
islng knowledge, the school systematizing and 
npartmi! knowledge, tho telescope disclosing 
10 depth of space and the innumerable worlds 
liat occupy It, the microscope revealing the in- 
uitely small arid laying bare to the Investiga- 
OH and analysis of man tho secret springs ol 
to. The spectroscope enabling man to analyse 
le contents of the sun and revealing to his un- 
erstandlng the promlllve stutl out of which 
rorlds are made and the chemical laws by which 
hey arc governed. 
The steamship, the railroad, the telegraph, the 
telephone, all combine to Increase by ten tlious- 
iiil fold the possibilities ot commerce and the 
pportunltles for accumulating wealth. All 
hcse agencies have combined to raise man out 
f his degradation and make him the civilized, 


dignified, (iod-like being that we IInd him to- 
day, when at his best. 
lint there Is another agency that has acted so 
notently, so universally, and so successfully 
liroHgh all the past of human history, that it 
lemands our special consideration, viz: the In- 
lucnce of war. I am not unmindful of the hor- 
rors of war: of its desolating, devastating effect; 
ot the Immense sacrifice of national resources 
of property, wealth aud blood; of the desolated 
ionics, broken-hearted widows and bereaved 
parents and helpless orphans. I do not forgot 
.he personal aud moral degradation that it 
>rlngs Into the lives of many of our best young 
uen who survive its perils and return to the 
peaceful pursuits of life physical and moral 
wrecks. I endeavor duly to estimate it all; and 
yet. In the face of all this, I unhesitatingly affirm 
that war is a moral necessity ot the Imperfect 
state ol human society, as it has existed train 
the dawn of history to the present hour. The 
moral necessity ot war grows partly out ot man's 
Ignorance of the laws of human progress, and 
ins consequent inability to adjust himself to 
their operation; and partly out of the innate sel- 
fishness of human nature and the unwillingness 
ot man to be just to his fellow-man. Ignorance 
and superstition, injustice and oppression be- 
come so imperious ID their demands and arro- 
gant in their encroachments that the better ele- 
ments of human nature and the better types ot 
human society are compelled to resort to arms 
for sell-preservation aud the maintenance of 
the moral law. 
Tliis is illustrated by a chain of wars extending 


[i-oiii the decay of Persian civilization to the 
death of slavery on the American continent, a 
period of over two thousand years. We beffib 
with the battle of Marathon, when ten tuousittH 
(ireeks met and repulsed a hundred thousand 
Persians. It was the conqnest ot a youthful civil 
izatloH over an effete barbarism; of intollec 
over ignorance and superstition; ot manhood 
and liberty over serfdom and despotism. If the 
battle of Marathon bad gone the other way the 
superstition and despotism ol Asia might nave 
overspread Europe and the civilization of the 
world would have been put back a thousand 
years. 
! 
T!Let us look a the conquests ot Julius Caeaar 
When he organized his legions and'marched 
them from continent to continent, planting th 
the Boman standard wherever he went Th 
chaos resulting from the petty s rites and sec- 
tional jealousies of small nations was'speedll 
superceded by order, Uw, the administration c 
justice, protection of property and life, Ow d*u- 
sion of it spirit ol universal brotherhood ttutt did 


much to prepare the world to appreclate\chrl9ti 
anity and Its sublime teachings. Then you take 
the Saracen conquests and their final defeat 
and here yon have Illustrated the same law o 
the Intellectual, social and moral advancemen 
ol the best races of men through the Instrumen 
tallty of war. Mohammed was an obscure man 
but his soul became Impregnated with a grea 
Idea. He becomes convinced ot the unity o 
God; converts his family; becomes dlsgustei 
with the prevailing Idolatries of a paganized 
Christianity; comes Into contact with the Nesto- 
rlans; adopts and extends their principles; ex 
tlngulshes idolatry In Arabia by fire and sword 
and prepares to make war upon the Koman em 
pire. He dies, but his successors take up the 
conflict, conquer Syria, Egypt, Asia Minor, North 
Africa, Spain, and finally invade France.

the defeat of the Saracens by Charles Martel on 
the plains of France, in one ol the bloodiest bat- 
tles that history records, was no less important 
to the world's progress than their matchless 
conquests. Had the Saracens been permitted to 
overrun all ol Europe and conquer Christian En- 
gland, the germ and nucleus of a higher type of 
civilization than Mohammedanism can furnish 
would have been hopelessly crushed and perhaps 
lorever lost, and the pure, grand Anglo-Saxon 
blood from which our Puritan lathers sprang 
would have been corrupted at its fountain and 
the on-flowing stream ot our American civiliza- 
tion would have been polluted by an Asiatic 
mixture which would have made the tree insti- 
tutions ol our grand republic perpetually inse- 
cure if not forever Impossible. 
Let ns turn to the history of England, and we 


_iUBt be brief, bnt it is indisputable that the con- 
quest of Crosar, the Danish invasion, the Nor- 
man conquest and the invasion of William of 
Holland, when he landed his Dutch troops on 
her shores and marched them through the length 
and breadth of the land and was proclaimed 
king by conquest without a single battle ;— we 
Bay it IB indisputable that each and all of theso 
treat political changes and revolutions effected 
by war wore in the intercuts of progreos, loam- 
ing, religion, morality and good government ; 
that in every instance the people were elevated 
to & bettor and more prosperous condition. 


And what shall we Boy of our own revolution- 
ary war? Were the founders of this republic 
justified in formulating and issuing the Declara- 
tion of Independence, and then resorting to 
arms to enforce and defend that declaration ? 
We answer JOB. This met audience answers yes; 
JUB great nation, with one universal voice, an- 
ewors yea ; all the respectable nations of Ohriu- 
andom by common consent answer yes, and 
England herself long, long ago bowed her head 
and licked the dust, and penitently answered yes. 
We now come to the war of the rebellion, and 


we have only time to raise two questions involv- 
na loss and gain to the republic OB the result. 
What did we lose ? Half a million of men of 
us noble blood HB ever flowed in the veins of roy- 
alty. Of these, some foil in battle ; some died 
>f wounds in the hospitals i others perished of 
iiunger in the dreary, dismal, dirty prisons, such 
as liibby and Andersonville; others, again, suc- 
cumbed to the droadfnl disease incident to a lifo 
of warfare where large bodies of troops encamp 
n an unhospitable climate for a series of years, 
but all alike, whatever was the immediate cause 
of death, laid down their lives for the sake of 
.heir country, and their valor and heroism should 
be remembered with gratitude by a happy and 
prosperous nation. 
What did we lose ? Besides tho half million of 
ho bloom and flower of the nation's youth and 
brightest manhood, the pride of our homes and 
glory of our land, we lost six thousand millions 
of hard-earned money, the product of the sweat 
of the brow of an industrious and labor-loving 
>eopie. Ten thousand bright and cheery homes 
were rendered dark and desolate. Ten thousand 
devoted, affectionate, self-sacrificing wives wero 
tiduced to widowhood. Untold thousands of 
>right and happy children wero made helpless 
and homeless orphans. Gray-haired fathers and 
mothers were brought with sorrow to the grave 
because their sons were slain in battle. Hun- 
Ireds of thousands of our brightest and best 
young men, who survived the terrible dostruc- 
ion of battle, returned to their homes physically 
wrecked, to drag out a miserable existence, the 
victims of incurable disease or irreparable in- 
ury, and last, but not least, wo lost the grandest, 
noblest, purest, ablest, gentlest President that 
over graced the executive chair of this or any 
other nation.

Thus, when we coma to Bum up all our losses 
n tho great rebellion we ace ready to ask, Can 
any future good, any outcome justify such a suc- 
iface? Yes. True, the losses were immense, 
m measurable, irreparable, but they wore justi- 
led in the gain, and this brings UB to our nnal 
question, the moral conquests of the rebellion. 
1. It was the conquest of nationalism over sec- 
ionalism. 
Uectionolism was tho principle, the primal 
oroo of disintegration and decay. Nationalism 
was the germ of unity, solidity, growth. Section- 
alism represented narrowness, solnshnoes and 
wlusivonoes. Nationalism represented breadth, 
jrotherhood and charity, when sectionalism 
ired on Fort Bumter she fired ut the heart of 
George Washington, ot Patrick Henry, of Thomas 
Jefferson; she bred on the Declaration of Inde- 
pendence and on constitutional liberty, and on 
very great moral principle that makes humanity 
Dno. When nationalism returned the tiro she 
mote a demon and drove him back to his native 
ell. 
2. It was tho conquest of intelligence over ig- 
norance aud superstition. 


Mason and Dixon'e line was no imaginary lino, 
t was the dividing line between the supremacy 
f intellect and the supremacy of brute force. 
n tho North the greatest intellect and the largest 
eart made tho greatest man. In the South Har- 
dihood and audacity to fight a duel and kill his 
pponent made the greatest man, and with the 
gnorant masses wealth and blood counted for 
luch moro than intellect and character. Not 
bat there wore no intellectual people in tho 
outh and no ignorant people in tho North, but 
he masses of the HoutQ. both white and colored, 
/ere in gross ignorance, while the masses of the 
Sorth were intelligent and educated. The intol- 
igencoof the South was exceptional; the iutelli- 
ence of the north was general. Tho stars and 
tars represented ignorance; the stars and stripes 
ntelligenoe. So that we are justified in saying 
bat one of the grandest conquests of the war 
was that of intelligence over ignorance. It was 
he conquest of the school-house over the auction 
lock. 
3. One of the grandest moral conquests ot tho 
vnr was that of Liberty over barbaric despotism. 
through all the years of our national history tho 
outhern home, the Southern school, tho tjouth- 
rn press, and even the Southern pulpit, (to her 
ternal shame be it spokon), had boon the apolo- 
ista and abettors of slavery. The slave tratlic. 
lie slave whip, the slave block, wero essential 
mrts of their civilization, and not content to 
>ropagate herself on Southern soil, she sought to 
ransplant herself in our national territories ut 
lie point of the bayonet. Kvory principle of 
onor, every principle of humanity, every princi- 
ple of the Declaration of Independence and of 
onstitutionul liberty was set ut Uelianco, und 
lie supremo question pressed itself upon the nu- 
ional heart whether the highest type of civilizn- 
ion which the world hud over seen should go 
rack to barbarism, or whether the last relic of 
lurbarism should bo forever extinguished upon 
Linerican soil. To that question there could bo 
ut ono answer. 
4. It was the conquest of social purity over 
omostio animalism. The social vice and cor- 
uption engendered in southern society by tho 
lave system will not be wiped utit in genora- 
lons yet to come.

Could slavery 
ave become universal, unmimoublo vice would 
peedily have degenerated our American nico 
nd overthrown our civilization. 
5. It was the conquest of personal heroism 
mi self-discipline over effeminacy and self-in- 
ulgence. The great mass of our young mou 
who went into tho war wont from homes of plen- 
y and of comfort ; mimy of them from homes ot 
uxury und ease, and nearly all of them wero un- 
ccustolued to hardship of every sort, and their 
iscipline in the army, where it was not so severe 
_s to undermine their health, was of immense 
ersonul advantage to them in the way of self- 
mastery, the development of personal character 
nd tlio acquisition or just that kind of force 
lat makes a man a success in life and enables 
iin to make the best of himself in every situa- 
lon in which he may be placed. 
Itev. Miller alluded in patriotic terms to tho 


members of Dunham Post, declaring that a 
grateful country would erect to their memory an 
nduring monument ; not one of marble, but a 
Jingible shaft in the form of a pension for every 
ving soldier and every soldier's widow. He 


also paid a deserved tribute to the Woman's llo- 


ef Corps and their noble, Belt-sacrificing work 
n caring for the sick and distressed. 
In closing, tho pastor pronounced the grandest 
ictory of all to be self-conquest. There is a hu- 


man and divine clement in every broast, and 


ley aro continually struggling for tho mastery. 
'hero is no neutral ground in thiB struggle as 
lore was in the civil war. Subdue and conquer 
lie human side and finally join tho Heavenly 
hrong in singing the song of triumph.
